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Pursuant to an agreement, defendant pleaded guilty to armed robbery, MCL 750.529; MSA
28.797, breaking and entering an occupied dweling with intent to commit larceny, MCL 750.110;
MSA 28.305, possesson of a firearm during the commisson of a felony, MCL 750.227b; MSA
28.424(2), and habitual offender, second offense, MCL 769.10; MSA 28.1082. Defendant was
sentenced to enhanced concurrent terms of thirteen to seventy-five years imprisonment for the robbery
conviction and severrand-a-hdf to twenty-two-and-a-haf years imprisonment for the bresking and
entering conviction, plus two years consecutive imprisonment for the felony-fireerm conviction. He
gppedls as of right. We affirm. This case has been decided without ord argument pursuant to MCR
7.214(E)(2)(b).

The trid court properly scored Offense Varigbles 5 and 7, and did not rely on defendant’s
aleged uncongtitutional misdemeanor conviction inimposing sentence. Peopl e v Piotrowski, 211 Mich
App 527, 529-531; 536 NW2d 293 (1995); People v Haywood, 209 Mich App 217, 232; 530
NW2d 497 (1995); People v Johnson, 202 Mich App 281, 289; 508 NW2d 509 (1993). Thus,
defendant is not entitled to resentencing.
